POLE IN A U-BOAT 


I 
BERLIN, Sept. SO.—“To the north 


I pole in a U-boat.” This is the slogan 
| behind a project launched by Dr. An- 
schuetz-Kaempfe, 
Inventor 
of 
the 
spinning compass which is being in­ 
creasingly used in the world s ship­ 
ping after distinguishing 
itself 
on 
German submarines during the- war. 
The Germania shipyards have re­ 
plied favorably to an inquiry by Dr. 
Anschuetz-Kaempfe 
as to 
whether 
they could build a suitable 
U-boat 
for a Polar expedition. He specified 
a submarine of 500 tons, manned by 
eight men, with a cruising radius of 
10,000 miles, capable of remaining 
submerged fifteen hours at a time. 
Her capacity would be sufficient to 
hold provisions and equipment for 
two years. 
The promoter of the project believ­ 
es such a submarine could reach the 
pole more quickly than any 
other 
style of craft. 
He figures on a sur­ 
face speed of six miles an hour and a 
submerged speed of eight miles. His 
investigations showed the gieatest 
depth which the vessel would have 
to travel would be 22 meters (about 
72 feet). 
Although doubt has arisen in sclen 
tide circles as to the practicability 
of the plan, the promoter’s chief diffl 
culty at present is said to be finan­ 
cial.

In order that the good citizens of 
Pettis county may know something 
of wrhat has been accomplished since 
the appointment of A. J. White, coun­ 
ty superintendent of welfare of Pet­ 
tis county a brief statement has been 
submitted to the state board of chari­ 
ties and corrections at Jefferson City, 
Mo., and to the county court of Pettis 
county.

Kippur as it is named 
in 
Hebrew, 
falls due this year Monday, October 
2nd, and is observed by the Jewish 
people in all parts of the world with 
unvarying solemnity 
from 
sunset 
Sunday Evening, October 1st until 
sundown of October 2nd. 
Rabbi Sol Segal 
of Keneseth Is­ 
rael congregation in Sedalia, says of 
this most important holiday on the 
Jewish calendar: 
“Every year, Judaism provides for 
a revival of the religious sentiment 
in Israel. 
The Jewish soul is stir­ 
red to its depths, by the message of 
the two most solemn 
days 
in the 
year, the New' Y'ear’s Day and the 
Day of Atonement, 
which 
in the 
course of time have come to be cal­ 
led the Y’amim Noraim, the days of 
awe. In the words of the Prophet, 
Amos, these days 
say 
to 
Israel, 
“Seek Me and Live.” 
And indeed, 
the greatest influence for the perpet­ 
uation of Israel's spiritual life is that 
which radiates from them. 
The sol­ 
emn New Year’s Da> is a prepara­ 
tion for the crown and climax o£# the 
penitential season, 
the great 
and 
holy day of Atonement, Yoni Kippur. 
This is the holiest day of the year. It 
is called the Sabbath of Sabbaths. 
On it we are to give ourselves entire­ 
ly to God. 
We are 
led 
by 
it to 
mount the exalted heights of spiri­ 
tual experience. 
Rosh 
Ha-Shonoh 
may be summed up 
in 
the 
word, 
“Justice.” 
Man is to be mindful of 
the irresiLtable laws of righteousness 
and Justice with which God governs 
human souls and the world. 
“Yom Kippur brings to our hearts 
the thought of God’s love. 
God is 
not only a judge. 
He is our Father 
in Heaven. 
As the martyred sage, 
Akiva said: “Happy Israelites, before 
whom do ye cleanse yourselves? Be­ 
fore your Father 
in 
Heaven. 
The 
day of atonement, coming nine days 
after Rosh Ha-Shonoh, begins on the 
evening before the tenth day of 
Sishri, and lasts from eventide 
to 
eventide. It has a long history, bul 
essentially it is today what it always 
| was. 
It i3 the day on which 
God 
makes an atonement for Israel. 
As 
|it is said in Leviticus, 16:30: “For on 
I this day shall atonement 
be 
made 


I tor you to cleanse you from all your 
sins shall ye be clean 
before 
the 
I Lord.” “He covers up our sins, 
re­ 
moves them, as it w*ere from 
His 
sight. 
By His love He ransoms the 
sinner. 
And 
the 
only 
condition 
which His atoning love demands, is 
our 
sincere 
repentance.” 
Return 
unto me, and I will return unto you, 
is the promise of Yom Kippur. 
“The Hebrew word 
for 
“repent­ 
ance” i3 “Teshubah.” 
This 
word 
literally means “return.” 
Its mean­ 
ing is not exhausted in the English 
word 
“repentance,” 
which 
justly 
lays stress upon 
the 
indispensable 
element in every kind of Teshubah, 
the sorrow for past sins, for w*rongs 
done. 
It is not 
merely 
identical 
with the change of mind. 
The 
re­ 
solve to do better. 
It includes both 
but it implies something more. 
It 
means the deliberate practical 
re­ 
turn to the good path. 
It 
means, 
above all, the undoing, to the utmost 
of our pow er of any wrong commit-!

There are only four reasons why 
a boy is not a Boy Scout: Thinks 
he hasn’t enough money: 
parents 
do not understand the movement: 
neglect on his part: he has no de­ 
sire. 
There is some excuse for the first 
three reasons. 
The last one can 
only mean that in place of the boy [ 


being a redblooded boy. he must 
be a lounge lizzard. 
In dealing with 
the other three reasons separately: 
Money might be considered some 
reason, but when it is understood 
that to join the greatest Boy or­ 
ganization the world 
has 
known 
costs 50c. it doesn’t seem to be 
very much of a reason after all. 
Fifty cents is the fee that National 
Headquarters receives from every 
boy registered and this fee will care 
for an exchange of approximately 
five letters concerning the boy. The 
National office and the local Coun­ 
cil organization are operated entire­ 
ly from voluntary subscriptions. 
It costs every boy on ly 50 cents 
and no other fee is necessary’. 
In 
speaking of the uniform, the entire 
Boy Scout uniform, high-grade ma­ 
terial, including the hat and stock­ 
ings, can be purchased at the local 
outfitters. St. Louis Clothing com­ 
pany and W. J. Waldman Co., for 
$6.50. 
This uniform is not neces­ 
sary, but every boy, w’hen he joins 
a troop, tries to earn money enough 


to buy a Scout uniform. 
The uni­ 
form is an investment in clothing, 
as 
any 
parent of 
a 
Scout 
will 
testify. 
There are very few people in Se­ 
dalia at the present time who will 
misunderstand the underlying prim 
cipals of Scouting. 
The Boy Scout 
Movement could not have the sup­ 
port of every other movement if 
there was any question as to its 
real value. 
The Boy Scout Move­ 
ment is endorsed by practically all 
Protestant, 
Catholic 
and 
Jewish 
churches. 
It is also endorsed by 
the Commercial organizations and 
labor unions, and all social agencies 
have also given their unqualified 
approval. 
If there was anything in 
the movement to be questioned is it 
not 
reasonable 
to 
conclude 
that 
long ago that would have been ques­ 
tioned and immediately eliminated 
by the Scout authorities? 
Parents 
who do not understand this move­ 
ment could very readily secure all 
the information they desire from the 
local 
office, the 
Scputmasters or 


any of the members of the Council. 
The third reason why the boy is 
not in Scouting can easily be reme­ 
died. 
All he needs to do is to get 
in touch with the Scoutmaster of 
the troop that he wishes to join 
and have his name presented for 
the action of the troop at the fol­ 
lowing weekly meeting.
